A Tree Village. 


One of the curious feature* of some 


of the Islands of tUe 1'tcilic is the truu 
tillage. One of these villages on Isabel 
Island ij built on the summit of a rocky 
mountain, lising ilmoit perpendicular- 
ly to the heizht of SOO feet. 


The trunks of the trees, in the 


brandies of which the mtiv.'S have 
erected tlicir houses, are 
perfectly 


straight and their surfaces smooth, 
while the distance from tlio ground to 
the firit bunches varies from 50 lo 153 
feet. 


One of these novel ahorlcs is »t a 


height of eighty feet above the ground, 
while the borne of a neighboring one is 
forty feet higher. Eich house is rea«h- 
ed by »!»dder made of some creeping 
vine, which is suspended from one of 
the door-posts, »nd can be drawn up 
when it ii desirrd. Each house is large 
enough to contain ten or twelve per- 
sons, together with ammunition for a 
long liege.
